Then, ufter this party
had gathered In many copies of the stamp and
dealers ond collectors had to the
fuel that he proposed to take all offering
regradlens of price, there was a tremendous
scramble for the Justice, and the
price advanced by leap to ISS TodSJ wh. n
one mentions Justice the collector
thinks of peaches aid cream.
